W ill Be the Subject of Discussion

Organization— House 


Bill 
Provides for the

the Lid on City Clubs. 


St. Paul, Feb. 16.—The farmers of 
the house have organized with John 
Bang!-tad of Climax as chairman and 
L. Virtue of Blooming Prairie as sec­ 
retary. 
At a preliminary meeting last 
week these officers were chosen and 
the name ''Agricultural 
delegation 
was selected. 
A subcommittee met tc 
prepare a list of eligibles and prepare 
an initiation ritual. 
The resolutions of the delegation 
recite th at the delegations of the 
three big counties have formed a trl 
county delegation for the considera­ 
tion and proposal of m easures for the 
Interests of the big cities and the far­ 
m ers propose to organize in the same 
m anner. 
They have invited all far­ 
m ers or representatives of agricultural 
constituents to meet with them this 
evening, when several bills will be 
considered. 
So that bonafide dubs of the large 
cities may not have to take out a sa 
loon license the tri-county delegation 
presented the "club” hill in the house. 
The bill is designed to get around 
the recent decision of the supreme 
court that clubs where liquor is sold 
are to be treated es saloons and at 
the same time attempts to avoid per­ 
mitting all sorts of “booze clubs" to 
come within the exception.

cupation of such club house or room 
and in which admission to such club 
!■ restricted wholly to regular mem­ 
bers of such organization and to such 
tem porary guests &3 under their by­ 
law s and regulations are allowed." 


Mayor May Givs Permission. 


Perm ission to sell liquor in this 
m anner without a license is to be ob­ 
tained from the mayor after an in­ 
vestigation by the mayor, tho city at­ 
torney and the county attorney in 
which a m ajority may authorize the 
permit. 
This permit is good until re­ 
voked, and the revocation may take 
place at any time the club falls to 
conform to the regulations of this act. 
Another tem perance m easure under 
discussion by the house was the bill 
licensing cars operated by railroads 
The original bill made the license ap 
ply to dining and buffet cars. 
These- 
words were stricken out by the com 
m ittee on tax and tax laws, to whon 
the bill had been referred. 
The ob 
Jection was raised that any one could 
pay the $50 license fee and run a beer 
car on a siding in any town. 
A 
hill 
providing that the 
grain 
boards of the state shall have grain 
tested free at the farm school and that 
others may have such test made for 
$5 was reported without recommenda­ 
tion in a meeting of the agriculture 
com m ittee of the house. 
These tests 
are frequently ordered by the board 
of grain appeals and cost the state 
$7 each at a private laboratory. 
The 
present bill alms to have the state 
farm school do this free for the state 
officers. 
The tests are used in deter­ 
m ining the erade of w heat and other 
grains. 
It carries an appropriation or 
$1,500 for equipment. 


House Passe* 
• Bill. 
The house passed the bill declaring 
th at the state is and has been the- 
owner of all m inerals in the beds of 
m eandered stream s or on the shores 
of lakes. 
The same bill is pending 
before the senate. 
This will mean that the title to a 
large am ount of ore will he cleared 
up, and th at the state will recover 
property estim ated to be of large 
value. 
Although the committee on public 
health of the house seemed to agree 
th at the idea was good, on account of 
constitutional objections the hill giv 
lng the state board of health super­ 
vision over the w ater and sewage ays 
terns of cities and villages of the state 
was referred to a subcommittee. 
The bill was Introduced by K. E. 
Conley of Rochester. It requires cities 
and villages to consult the state board 
of health before laying out w ater or 
sewage system s or making changes 
In existing systems. 
The board also 
has the power to order changes which 
may be necessary for public health.

Bill Failed to Receive the Necessary 


Two-thirds Vote When First Intro­ 


duced in the House, So That a Rule 


Making Only a Majority Vote Neces­ 


sary 
to 
Pass 
It 
Was 
Finally 


Adopted. 


W ashington, Feb. 16.—By a vote of 
173 to 117 the house passed the bill re­ 
moving the bar to Senator Knox’s 
eligibility for the office of secretary of 
state. This was the second vote of 
the day on this measure, and the two 
were separated only by about two 
hours’ time. 
The first vote was taken 
on the bill under general order for 
the suspension of the rules and under 
that order, according to the standing 
rules of the house, a bill must receive 
a two-thirds m ajority to Insure its 
passage. 
The first vote stood 179 to 
123, the m ajority thus falling consid­ 
erably below the two-thirds require­ 
ment. 
Im m ediately after this result 
was announced the house com m ittee 
on rules held a m eeting which result­ 
ed in Mr. Dalzell’s bringing in a rule 
making it in order for the house to 
again take up the bill and act upon 
it under conditions which would re­ 
quire only a m ajority vote to pass it. 
The opponents of the m easure did 
not cease their antagonism, which on 
the previous consideration had brought 
out a num ber of sharp criticism s, hut 
immediately demanded a roll call on 
the previous question on the adoption 
of 
the 
rule. 
This 
call 
consumed 
twenty-five m inutes and after the rule 
had been adopted the debate was re­ 
sumed. 


Cited Case of Senator M orrill. 
Mr. Olm stead of Pennsylvania con­ 
tended th at the bill does not accom­ 
plish an evasion of the Constitution. 
Among several other precedents Mr. 
Olmstead cited the case of Senator 
Morrill of Vermont, who was appoint­ 
ed secretary of the treasury. 
In the opinion of Mr. W illiam of 
Mississippi, who opposed the bill, that 
was only reputable authority alluded 
to. 
Senator Morrill, he said, had been 
confirmed through senatorial courtesy, 
which, he said, ‘‘overrides all bars, 
constitutional 
and 
otherw ise.” The 
bill, he declared, was ‘‘a clear, plain, 
obvious and m anifest case of a direct 
and expressed constitutional Inhibi­ 
tion.” 
Mr. Clark of Missouri for tile sec­ 
ond time during the day took the floor 
in opposition to the bill aud said that 
congress was making itself "the laugh­ 
ing stock of every intelligent man on 
the face of God’s green earth.” He 
referred to the famous expression by 
the late Tim Campbell of New York, 
who had said ‘‘W hat's the Constitu 
tlon between friends?" and said that 
lf the bill under discussion should 
pass Mr. Campbell would stand just! 
fled as a constitutional lawyer. 
On a yea and nay vote the bill was 
passed, 173 to 117. 
There was no 
dem onstration of any kind when the 
announcement was made.

Mr. Maxim explained also that the < 
silencer diminished by about 50 per I 
cent the recoil of a gun on which It! 
was used. Ile was asked if it could be

applied successfully to larger ordnance I 
and replied in the affirmative. 
Mr. 
Maxim declared that It would be easier 
to apply the silencer to cannon, up to 
the largest calibers, than to small 
arms, for the reason that the element 
of weight would not be a problem to 
reckon with. 
The Maxim silencer, which is at­ 
tached to the muzzle cf the gun, has 
the outward appearance of a thin steel 
tube a little longer and greater In 
diameter than a box of stick shaving 
soap. 
It weighs for the heaviest cali­ 
ber guns about eleven ounces and for 
the lighter ones seven or eight ounces. 
Cut it open and Inside one sees ten or 
tweleve little disks or chambers, pene­ 
trated somewhat above the center by 
a hole slightly larger than the bullet 
which Is expected to pass through. 
The center of the disk Is pressed back 
and the outside edge is rolled over so 
as to make a thick ring, hollow on the 
Inside. 
When the disks are in place In the 
chamber the effect Is that of a re­ 
versed turbine fastened to the muzzle 
of the gun. 
As the bullet is fired, 
clearing the silencer without Interfer­ 
ence because the hole through the se­ 
ries of disks Is larger than the diam­ 
eter of the bullet, the gases accom­ 
panying It are caught by the first disk 
and by virtue of its shape rotated very 
rapidly. Centrifugal force make# them 
fly out toward the periphery of the 
disk inside the rolled over ring, and it 
Is only as they slow down that they 
con escape Into the next disk, where 
the process is repeated. 
Thence the 
gases go Into the third disk, then into 
the fourth, and so on until their force 
Is entirely dissipated. 
“It I? just like stirring around a 
wash bowl full of water.” explained 
Mr. Maxim 
“You get it rotating fast 
enough and a hole will run right down 
through the center to the open escape 
pipe. but no water will run out.” 
The silencer is applied to the end of 
the barrel by means of a thread on 
which It screws.
